Organization, led to organized action 0 Organized action expanded like a 
contagion from locals to national* to international forms and objectives « 
It is at this precise point we have unfolding before us as a subversive part 
of the panorama, of history* the organized Communist ideas, (philosophy) in 
inilitaht world action 0 It is this action which has now become H a clear and 
present danger** to the continued existence of the United States. and to 
democracy everywhere 0 % * 

The lepture outline follows the historical development of Communist 
ideas* organizations, and, actions to the threshold of the Communist Party* 
USAo On entering the house of American Communism we see that it functions 
as an integral part of the global pattern of Communist revolution*, .The back- 
ground of the Communist Party* USA is reviewed along with an analysis of the

2 0 Marx became a student of political economy, philosophy and 
economics and wrote widely in that field „ Among his more 
important works are Capital and the Communist Manifesto 0 

3o Marx is referred to as the "originator" of the modern Communist 
movement in that he took the various pertinent Communist ideas 
formulated by men prior to his time, added to them his own 
thoughts and wove them all into a comprehensive, complete 
philosophy of life known as Marxist Scientific Socialism or

was the author of different books i^ch as the Dialectics of

2 0 Lenin was a s tudent of law* political economy and philosophy as 
well as a great organizer and man of action o 

3o Lenin is referred to as the "developer" of Communist theory 
because he took the doctrines of Marx and Engels and developed, 
expanded and applied them to what was considered in his day to 
be the age of imperialism o In fact Leninism is defined as b eing 
Marxism in the a ge of imperialism 0 

ko . As a revolutionist Lenin was in . and out of jail from time to 
time and later he was exiled from Russia to Europe only to 
return in 1917 to lead a revolution which ended with him 
becoming the Communist dictator of Russia <>- 

$o Lenin was a prolific writer and his writings are preserved 
under a series of many volumes entitled Collected Works 0 A

Joseph Vissarionovich Stalin , 1879— (the "continuer") /u 

lo Joseph Stalin was born in Tiflis, Georgia, Russia pn December 21, 
1879 as Joseph Djugashvilio He later changed his name .to Stalin 
meaning " Steel o" 

2* He entered a theological seminary to study for the ministry but 
was later expelled for becoming an atheist and a Communist 
revolutionary<> 

3o Stalin early in life allied himself with the secret, revolutidnary 
Communist organization and rose to a position of leadershipo 

l*o Stalin was (and continues to be) a successful, cagy, shrewdy 
machine politician and as a result he defeated his rival, Leon 
Trotsky, and became the Communist dictator of Russia on Lenin T s 
death in 192i±o In 1929 he caused Trotsky to be exiled from 
Russia o 
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' - $o Stalin is referred to as the "continued of Communism because

lo They have given to their fanatical followers the world over a 
complete philosophy of lxfe 0 

2 0 This philosophy is materialistic and atheistic* 

3o This philosophy considers, man in essence to be no more than a 
clever animal <> 

Uo This philosophy has for its end a World Communist Society 

based on the, common ovmership of property, a Society which will 
be classless, stateless --and 'godless 0 

$0 This philosophy provides .a set of means by which the desired 
end can be reached, a systematic course of actioa consisting of 
a ^evolutionary thegryy a revolutionary method and. finally the 
revolution itself, so designed as to annihilate all opposition 
to Communism and to utterly destroy all non-Communist forms .of

legal* These form the superstructure? The modes of production 
form the foundation. Men are free only to cooperate with 
economic necessity o Class struggle is presently a- necessity 
because of private property 0 This fundamental class struggle 
is inevitable and progressive under capitalism* It cannot be . 
avoidedo It is written in 'the heart, of the Institution of 
private property which -must be abolished o Man advances by 1 - 
^successive stages from .slavery to feudalism, to capitalism, \ 

to .Communism. The old is contradicted and superseded by the

Uo The Judaic-Christian moral code of western civilization is' 

false « It will not be permitted to interfere with the -violent 
revolution because this moral code is rooted in supernatural 
concepts which all Communists- reject as invalid'*. In the place 
of the Judaic-Christian moral code Communists will establish 
^their own moral code founded upon proletarian utility* This 
proletarian moral utility will conform to the revolutionary 
nature, of matter 0 It will be subordinated to the class struggle o 
In substance, this means: whatever is useful in spreading . 
Communism is morale Consequently, untruthfulness, illegal' 
activities, subterfuge, conspiracy, evasion, force and violence 
.are all moral, providing they result in- advancing revolutionary 
Communismo The end justifies the means* 

5o Religious principles are false 0 They will not be permitted to 
interfere with the revolution because religion will be rejected 
as lacking in reality o Religion will also be rejected because 
it teaches meekness, humility, charity, peace, kindness, the 
Golden Rule, and the peaceful cooperation of all relative to the 
formation of a world Brotherhood of Mano All of this religious 
activity interferes with developing the militant spirit necessary

6c All non-Communist social orders must be destroyed because 
complete Communism cannot exist unless it is world-wide and

Ao The Communist League* 181*7-1852 

The first serious effort to organize Communist philosophy on an 
international scale is to be found in the creation of the 
Communist League ^which had its origin in London, England^ in 
l8itfo 

This Communist League consisted of members from different 
European countries giving it at least the appearance of inter- 
national unity although it never achieved a high degree of action 
on this level o 

It was a pioneering effort laying the. foundation for an effective 
international Communist organization 



^Formerly known as the League of the Just 
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ho It had for its objective the overthrow of capitalism and the 
establishment of a classless world society wherein all property 
would be owned in common o 

$o In 181*8 there was an uprising of - Parisian workers which had to- 
be ■ suppressed by the authorities 0 

6c Some members of the Communist League were charged with being 

associated with this Parisian insurrection « The League wa.s then 
declared to be a subversive force and its leaders were prosecuted 
in the ^Cologne Communist Trial" of 185>2, convicted and impris- 
oned o 

7o Prosecution was fatal to the Communist League and it 
voluntarily dissolved in. l8£2o 

80 While in existence one very significant thing the Communist 

League did was to commission Karl Marx and Frederick Engels : to ' 
draw up a manifesto of Communist principles, practices and 
objectiveso This they did, publishing the well-known Communist 
Manifesto in January of I8U80 This Manifesto was much more 
than mere propaganda or agitational literature 0 It was an 
explosive, revolutionary document whose principles, in- the main, 
are followed today* This document attempted to accomplish 
four specific objectiveso^ These were .as. follows* 

a 0 The ideological destruction of capitalismo - 

It charged that capitalism was false in principle and 
attempted to prove it by saying that all history is a 
history of -bitter class struggle, misery and poverty for 
the masses, caused by the institution of private property 
as manifested through the economic system known as 
capitalismo 

bo The presentation- of the broad principles and programs of 
Communism as .a most desirable alternative, to capitalismo 

It propounded Karl Marx's materialistic view of 
. history o It recommended heavy progressive income taxes 
designed to ultimately destroy capital, abolition of the 
right of inheritance, centralization, of credit, the 
nationalization of industries, centralization of communi- 
cations ,and transportation in the -hands of the state, 
establishment of industrial collectives, eta 0 
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Co The condemnation of all forms of socialism except the 
form propounded by Karl Marx 0 

, All other forms of socialism were condemned", for 
various reasons o Some were labelled Utopian and unworkable-, 
others as betraying the revolutionary movement, etc* Only 
one form could be correct and that was the one which origi- 
nated with Karl .MarXo . 

do To state the willingness of Communists everywhere to 

support every revolution and to lead the "enslaved" working 
masses to "freedom" and to issue an appeal to the "masses to 
rally around Communist leadership 0 

This intention was slimmed up in the concluding lines 
of the Communist Manifesto which read: 

"The Communists disdain to conceal their views and 
aimso Tjiey openly declare that their ends can be 
attained' only by the forcible overthrow of all 
existing social conditions o L6t the ruling class. - 
tremble at a Communist revolution*. The prole- 
tarians have nothing to lose but their chains o: 
They have a world to win*' 

"Working men of all countries unite o" 

The American Communists today still adhere to the 
fundamental principles, " practices and objectives of this 
Communist Manifesto 0 

Although the Communist League failed it was important because 

a 0 . It was the first serious attempt to organize Communists and 
workers of various nations on an international scale 0 . 

bo' It was the first g?oup based, in the main, on Marxist 
. principleso 

Co It caused the Communist Manifesto to be written 0 

d 0> It opened up to the minds of left-wing thinkers the 

significant possibilities of international organization o. 



e 0 It laid the foundation for future efforts of this kindo* 

Bo First International 186U-1872 

lo This organization, having its origin in England, was largely- the 
creation of Karl Marx- and was first known *as the International 
Association of Working Men<, 

2 0 It had for its objective the revolutionary overthrow of 

capitalist systems thrqugh the international solidarity of the 
workers culminating in the creation of political parties 
capable of leading a revolution<> ' 

3o Although Karl Marx was instrumental in bringing this organi- 
zation into existence all members were not Marxist socialistsj 
consequently disagreements developedo 

' ko Conflicting socialist groups formed within the First Inter- 
; ' national such as: 

a 0 The 1 LaSalleian socialists,, followers of Ferdinand LaSalle* 
This group was especially active in Germany and while it 
generally accepted the Communist Manifesto , the group did 
not want to go beyond public agitation d emanding cooperative 
workshops supported by state credit, etc 0 

bo The Proudhon socialists, followers of Pierre Joseph Proudhon,, 
French publicist and political economist whom Communists . 
believed advocated a far too mild "petty-bourgeoisie 
socialism*," 

Co The Bakunin socialists, followers o£ Michael .Bakun in-, who 
moved in the direction of anarchy o 

cL The Marxist socialists, followers of Karl Marx, who 

advocated more rapid* far-reaching revolutionary changes 
which condoned the application of> conspiracy, fore a and 
. violences > 

5o These diverse left-wing social views caused the First Inter- 
national to be ineffective, leading to a serious weakening of 
its entire organizational structure 0 Constant quarreling 
, « . prevailed o 

*Tt is to be noted that while tjie Communist League as an organization came to 
an end the basic continuity of its- thought, principles and objectives has been 
maintained to date 0 



6o The Franco -Prussian War of 1871 completely nullified the efforts 
of the First International to achieve international worker 
solidarity^ 

a 0 Workers of France fought the workers of Prussia — all 
.hope of international worker solidarity evaporated <, . 

bo Workers became patriotic and nationalistic o 

7o The First International, for all practical purposes, came to 
an end because of the above reasons, *in 1872o 

80 Karl Marx subsequently had its headquarters transferred to New 
York City 0 . It later held, its last informal meeting in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in I8760 

> 9o Although it failed to survive as an organization, nevertheless,

lo This organization had its origin in France in 1889, six years

2 0 Its leadership was taken over by a group of 'German intellectuals 
who, while accepting many of Karl Marx's- fundamental ideas, . 
believed that Marx's ideas should be 'revised o 

3o As a result of this conviction, a policy of "revision and reform**

ko Edward Bernstein headed this group of revisionists who pro- 
• pounded such ideas as:

\ Belgrade , Yugoslavia to Bucharest, \Rumania 0 Yugoslavia is now 
regarded as an enemy by Russia and its Communist Parties everywhere* ' 

]h* The official declaration of the Founding Conference clearly divided 
the. world into "two diametrically opposed camps," the "Imperialist 
Camp 1 * led by the United States, and the "Anti-Imperialist Camp" 
led by Soviet Russia c . 

$o The bitter antagonism which the Cominform displays toward all non- 
, Communist nations .unmistakably reflects its militant and revolution- 
ary nature© The -Cominform is presently engaged in a slanderous 
campaign against all United States policies no matter where they 
are to be foundo * . 

-60 The Cominform has, for its' official organ a- paper entitled 

For a Lasting Peace, For A People* s Democracy o It is distributed 
in many different nations of the world Including the United States o 

7.o The Communist Party of the United. States, while not affiliating 
. with the. Cominform on the grouads of expediency, has placed its 
stamp of full approval on all that the Cominform represents and 
does© * * 

8.0 The principal conclusion which can be drjawn after s tudying the 
activities of the Cominform is that world-wide Communism, with 
it§ nerve center in Moscow, Russia, is. once again on 'the march 
with new zeal,^ strength, and enthusiasm^' Much o_f this can be 
traced to the successful Communist conquests of the satellite 
nations, backed as conquering^ Communism, was in these countries, 
> by Soviet Russia 0 Added to this* fresh impetus is /the -growing 
strength. of Communist Parties in almost every nation of the worldo 
¥ith this growth the Communist movement once again felt the -need - 
for an international organization that will weave together into 
a militant global pattern the Communist Parties of different nations* 
This need, in part, has been met by the Cominform o 
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IVo HISTORY OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF THE UNITED STATES 



Ao There was no organized Communist movement in the United States prior 

to the Conununist Revolution which took place in Russia on November 7, * 
1917 (October by the Russian calendar, hence it is referred to as the 
October Revolution in present day Communist literature )* 

lo During the period extending from March 2 to 6, 1919, the Third 
(Communist) International was founded under the guidance of 
V 0 Io Lenin* 

a 0 It rejected the socialist program of reform and called for 
a violent overthrow of all non-Communist governments through- 
out the world, 

2 a v , With the development of the Communist Revolution in Russia and of '! the. 
Third International, the American Communists^ who had been working 
within the framework of the Socialist Party 9 were electrified and: 
stimulated into following in the footsteps of their Russian comrades * 

a c The first main step of the American Communists was to cause, the 

Sobialist Party to be split into a right-wing and a, left-wing .group o 

b ? The left-wing group looked to the Russians for ideological pleader ship 0 
This caused the right-wing group to take a definite stand against 
Russian leadership and against the Third International and those 
who supported it* - 

3o On August 30 «> 1919 , an Emergency National Convention of the Socialist 
< Party was held at the Machinist Hall in Chicago,, Illinois * 

ao The left-wing element plarmed to capture the Party in order to . 
make it not Socialist but Communist 0 

- b 0 The right-wing element learned of these plana and, with the help of 
the police , prevented the u leftists u from entering the Machinist 
Hall where -the Convention was to be held 0 This was tantamount to 
expulsion * 

A. Oh being so expelled the left-wing element (many of whom were native 
born Americans) returned to another hall of the same building and held 
a meeting of their own* 

a 0 As a result of this action, they founded on September 1, 1919, the 
Communist Labor Party* This was the first time a Communist party 
had been formed in the United States • 

5* From September 1-5,, 1919, the predominantly foreign born Communists of 
the left-wing group held a Convention of their own. in the Russian 
Federation Building in Chicago 9 
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a 0 At this time they founded the Communist Party of America which 
subsequently became dominated by the foreign language federations 
active in this period * ' ' * 

6* As a result of this conflict between the native and the foreign born 
Communists two Communist parties were created in the United States 
overnight* 

a. It is "of some interest to note that the Communist Party was born 
in conflict • It hag lived in conflict ever since iand it may die 
in conflict* Because of its very nature it cannot avoid conflict* 

7o It is also of some interest to note that Communism of its very nature 
is divisive* It lends- itself readily to the formation of tt splinter 
groups Even in the period of its founding it divided and divided 
again* From it other parties have come* For example $ the Michigan 
State Socialist Party 5 which at this time was a portion of the left- 
wing group* broke away from the Communist Party of America to become 
the Proletarian Party of America which is still in existence* There 
have been many other such examples both here and in foreign nations $ 
the most recent significant defection being the Communist ■ Party of 
Yugoslavia which has behind it the power and organization of an entire 
nation* 



B* The Third (Communist) International would recognize only one Communist 
party in a nation* 

1* As a result of this the two Communist parties- in the United. States 
reconsidered their differences and merged in the Spring of 1921 to 
form the Communist Party of America* 

2* This Party accepted the. w twenty-one points 11 of administration of 
the Third International referred to previously* 

Go -Congress passed the .Deportation Statute of October 16 } 191S* designed to 

provide for the deportation of radical aliens who were opposed to' government 
or who believed in* or advocated its overthrow by force and violence^ or 
who were members of an organisation of this nature* The fqllowing year 5 1919,, 
this law was applied against the Communists and the Party went undergrounds 

1* Two Communist organizations were formed in 1921c, the underground 

organization continued as the Communist Party of America and the above- 
ground organization became known* as the Workers Party of America* 
The latter did not affiliate -with the Third International as a sub- 
terfuge to avoid prosecution but it did support its programs never- 
theless* 
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late in 1922 and in 1923 government action against the Communists 
lessened and the Communist Party of America rose from the underground 
to merge again as -one party which became known as the Yifcrkers- Party ' 
of America o This was done v/ith the approval of Communist leaders 
in Russia o This "new 11 Party reaffirmed the principles of the Russian- 
dominated Third International* 

lc During its Convention of 1925* the Party again changed its name 5 
this time to.? Workers (Communist) Party of America 0 

Following some years of considerable internal dissension (1923-1929) the 
Party became known officially in 1929 as the Communist ,Party of the United 
States of America o At this time Joseph Stalin placed his important stamp 
of approval upon the leadership of Earl Browder and William Zo Poster and 
top Communists who had been, guilty of factionalist activities were expelled 

lo For the first time the Party became relatively monolithic ? that is, 
a party allowing no factionalism* 

"2« The Party continued with considerable harmony under its new name and 
leadership for fourteen years o

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In 13ay 5 I9hh at a National .Convention the Communist Party of the 
United States of .America dissolved itself; and there was established 
in its place the €aamrunist Political Association* 

1* Earl Brovrder^ General Secretary^' was the leading force 
behind this change* 

2* Breeder was influenced in this course of action by the 

dissolving" of the ConammisV, Inters for the purpose 

of facilitating the war effort in behalf of Communist interests* 

. a« He reasoned that a similar policy in the United-States 
manifested by the dissolving of the Commimist Party 
would facilitate war efforts here<> for the Communist 
Political Association could be, more acceptable to 
capitalist America than the pld^ militant,, revolutionary 
Party* 

3« Bisagreement among the American Communists followed Brcwder 8 s 
action* The opposition centered around William Z« Foster© , - 

h* Jacques Daelos^ a French Communist" leader subject to Russian 
influence^ issued a strongly worded article criticizing 
Brcwder * s action ; in Cahiersdu Commonisme> Aprils 1945 0 

At a .convention held in July 19h$ the Communist Political Association

Foster, was not prosecuted because of illness 0 

2o Investigations conducted under the Federal Loyalty Program 

(initiated in compliance with Executive Orde? 9835 on 'March 21, 1947)

Headquarters of the Party located at 35 East 12th Street, , New York City 0 * 
Membership figures: for the Communist Party,, -USA, fluctuate considerably 0 ^ It 
is estimated that at present the Party ,ha# g laember^l^g^o^sisting of about 
54>006 persons V 3* , p s . ■ ■■ 
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The National Convention is usually held every two years for the

*As previously stated, the establishment of Soviet Russia in 1917 was a 
tremendous factor in the subsequent development of Communism on an ihter?- 
nationai level. This is true/ not only of the "orthodox" Communist move^ 
ment but also of some of the t'splinter groups! 1 just discussed above, which . 
broke off f ronnthe .main movement. Some of these "splinter groups, whale 
condemning "Stalinismi" Still speak fondly of Russia and generally regard 
it .-as being at least a potential Marxist oasis in a .capitalist world 
desert. This attitude toward Soviet Russia is understandable on realizing 
that here for the first time in the history of the world a Vast nation and 
its resources were placed at the disposal of Communist principles. Here 
for the first time Communist principles were applied effectively to an . 
entire nation. Here for the first time radicals all over the world had 
their first and only real ideological "fatherland"— Soviet Russia, Soviet 
Russia at once commenced to give the international Communist movement four 
important things ,~ These are (1) world leadership; (2) world recognition; 
(3) world unity and cohesiveness of radical spirit, a focal point around 

■ which to rally; and (4) a base of operations for world revolution pro- 
ceeding according, to a flexible plan of action marked by "scientifically" 
calculated tactics and strategy.

The Trial of the Eleven Comimanist Party Leaders 

The year 1949 has been a year " of tremendous importance to all 
police officers charged with the enforcement of the law of the land* 
This year has been of tremendous importance because it witnessed a 
historic court decision" of far-reaching significance relative to, police 
efforts to combat the menace of Gommunism© 

. The basic background facts in the case to which I refer are as 
follows^ 

The United States Grand Jury in New York Gity on July 20 > 1948* 
returned an indictment against the twelve National Bpard members of the 
Communist Party of the United States charging £hem with conspiracy to 
violate Section 2 of the Act of June 28* 1940* more commonly referred to . 
as the Smith Act© This meant that the.twslve defendants were charged with 
conspiring ^Knowingly and wilfully to advocate and teach the .duty and 
necessity of overthrowing and destroying the Government .of the, United .States 
by force and violence****. One of the defendants* William Z a Foster* was 
later severed from the case because of illness * leaving eleven defendants 
to be triedo 

This historic, trial began January 17* 1949* in New York Gity Q 
It ended September 23 * 2.949, after more than eight months of extremely 
difficult court procedure caused by obstructive Communist tactics carried 
right into the court room* 

- On the morning of October 14* 1949* the jury* after deliberating 
approximately eight hours* returned a Verdict of guilty 0 IS the afternoon 
of October 21* 1949* each of these eleven Communist defendants -was 
sentenced to five years in jail and a $10*000 fine* with the exception of < 
Eobert Thompson who received a sentence 1 of tihree; years and a $10*000 fine a #

The Communist Party Cannot Be Successfully Combated, By Approaching The 
Communist In The Same Manner As We Approach The Common Criminal 

, As we know, certain Communist principles and practices pertaining 
to the overthrow of the Government by forcte and violence have been declared 
to be punishable. by latfo Communist activities in the future, therefore, will 
be more and more disguisedo , They will be pursued more and more in an 
underground sphere 0 Hence, the vital truth whicii I wish to present to you 
above anything else in this message is this: Conjmunism* cannot be combated 
successfully by approaching the Communist in the same* manner that we 
approach the common criminal 0 The Communist is a very different type" of 
criminal o Therefore the approaches used in combatting him must take into 
consideration his peculiar natureo 

I submit for your mature consideration today four reasons for 
this conclusion These four reasons are: 

lo Communism- is not a local menace directed by individual 
criminals against individual citizens <> It is a national 
menace directed by organized professional revolutionists 
against an entire nation Q 

2o Communism gives its followers an unusual, dynamic, 

complete, though false, philosophy of life such as the 
.followers off crime have never known 0 

3o Communism gives its followers an unusual party organi- 
zation which followers of crime have never known G 

4o Communism gives its followers a set of systematic 
principles on which to base their actions against 
police officers which the followers of crime have never 
knowno 
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Let us thoughtfully examine together these four reasons why 
Communism must not be approached in exactly the same manner as is criminalism 0 . 

The Communist Party Expands To Become Not. A Local But A National Problem 

Communism is of its verjr nature expansive 0 It ignores city limits 0 
It rushes- past county barriers 0 It flows irrepressibly over all state lines 
to embrace the nation 0 It becomes, therefore, one boundless, restless, 
surging security problem which: must be intimately splved on the national 
levelo We know that some forms- of criminalism likewise a^re- expansive and 
spread through the nation* But, no form of criminalism has a national 
network of persuasive,^ deceptive propaganda such as is possessed by

menace o It can be met with: local police approaches o --But Communism is not 
directed fundamentally against individuals in a given- area* It is a vast, 
complex dperation directed fundamentally against the entire nation<> It seeks 
to subvert, capture j^^^ub^ugate a. whole society 0 It is not a local but a 
national menace 0 Its very Mature makes impossible the successful application

This is why it "becomes so necessary for me to exchange ideas 
with you a3 I am doinjg today o For the closer we work together in common 
cooperation and common understanding the sooner we will solve our common 
problem 0 

This is one reason why the Presidential Directives were issued 
requesting the FBI to assume the jurisdiction over the* Communist menace and 
other related security matters 0 It is in a p9s.it ion to view and analyze 
the national menace- of Communism from a national level 0 This is why any 
information secured by you. about Communist activities and passed on up to 
the FBI at the national level becomes so important 0 To you the information* 
secured may nqt-seem important 0 But if you .pass it up to the national level 
where the entire national picture is being , studied the information you 
furnish may be just what the FBI is seeking to fill in and complete the 
pictureo For example^ the information you give lis may be compared to .a part

V* I 0 Lenin who requested all 
Communists *V><> to practice trickery,, to employ punning, and to resort to 
illegal methods, to sometimes even overlook or conceal the truth***. * ,2hese 
deceitful, treacherous Communist practices. are to extend, whenever 
necessary, to force and violence* They aire to extend to force and violence 
because as B* Zd Manuilsky, statesman- of the Soviet Union, has pointed out* 
"Violence is the soul of the revolutionary class struggle 0 *,« William 2* 
Foster,- National Chairman of the Communist party of the United States, has 
echoed !&nuilsky?s views stating> *1he capitalists will not give up of their* 
own accords hor can they be talked, bought or voted* out of power* *.<> To 
put sin end to the capitalist system will Require a consciously revolutionary 
acto c.oled by the Communist Party* w &i$'then. is- the .Communist party of the 
tifcited States <, It is cleverly designed to cut down through from the 
surface 'of American society to its very, roots as its poisonous propaganda 
seeps into every pore of the body politic* This is the very unusual ^ 
unique, national organization which affects our political thinking, our * 
economic thinking, our educational thinking and social thinking* 2his is'-my 
third reason for saying Commutusm cannot be combated by the usual police, 
approaches o . 



The Communist. Party Instructs Its Followers In Meth ods of Combat itig 
Polices Officers " .. • 

Communism has. given its f Olivers a set of systematic 
principles on which to base their actions against all police officers * 
systematic principles such as the followers of organized crniae havei never 
known 0 let us therefore examine these principles and the actions , flowing 
from thenu These principles * and the actions flowing from them* assume 
a variety of forms all of wjhich- are aimed at the utter destruction and 
annihilation of law enforcements These basic principles were formulated 
many years ago by V a To Lenin who said* w * 0 *» : the struggle against the 0 * o 
police requires special qualities; it requires professional revolutionaries « « 
He continued oh to recommend the organization of a conspiratorial Communist . 
party staffed with these ^professional revolutionaries 0 n He recommended 
that this Party be kept relatively small* .compact .and well disciplined 
explaining* "We, can never give a mass organization that degree of secrecy 
which is essential for persistent and continuous struggle agaiiast ;the, 
gpvemmento w . V* 3to Lenin then told his followers to break down their 
Cpnmiunist Party into small units such as has already been done in the 
United States todays 7b lo Lenin in giving his reason for this 
recommendation said* tt The smaller each separate '.operation 8 in our common 
caus.e will be 0 oothe more difficult will it' be for the police to »catch» 
all these * detail workers V* * 

Here* .then* we have the theoretical principles for all Communist ' 
-activities directed against the police officers of the United States* 
Vo lo Lehin made it very clear that when these principles are given 
application in any nation jbhey must appear in two forms* legal and illegals 
He said* »o^ 0 it is absolutely necessary for every Communist Party 
systematically to combine legal with illegal work* legal with illegal 
organisations He wqnt on to point put how ^illegal work is particularly 
necessary" against the police^ 

* As I have previously stated the-.6ver~all illegal activity on, the 
part of Gommuhis.ts can be cpndupted in/ many different channels * It cian be 
espionage activity* , It can be sabotage activity o It can be in violation 
of our passport and visa laws 0 It can take the, form of seditious statements 
and seditious acts D It can express itself in rioting and .street fighting* 
Supplementing its various forms will be sly, tricky legal disguises designed' 
to destroy the confidence, of the people in police officers and in law 
enforcement o 



Communist. Party Ta ctics For pestepylng law TSnf oroement In,, the 
United States ' 

* Let us today consider what is -a very practical matter to us 5 
namely, the Communist tactics for destroying law enforcement in the United 
Stateso They begin their tactics^ stemming from the, principles We have < 
already mentioned,, by driving'into, the minds, of all their followers an 
intense hatred of police officers and law enforcement 0 Make no, mistake about 
this*, American Communists s in fact any "militant follower of Karl Jferx, 
'have learned to hate American police officers* - How do we know 4 ? Tffe know 
because they have told us so and in no uncertain "terms 0 The follpwing 
■statement is a saxaple of Marxist hatred of American police officers which 
I. have- long been familiar witho This statement isg 

«0f all the rotten and tottering institutions supported and 
maintained by the capitalist regime,, the police system is. 1 
th£ rottenesto The reasons for its existence are not to keep 
law and order and protect human lives but to guard private 
property and the ill-begotten 'gains of the wealthy o . 

lf To get on the .police "force "all thai is required is a 'little 
political puH s . the ability to follow orders and the . 
.capacity for cruel and heartless brutality 0 , 

"The most potent and vicipus device in use by the American 
police system in the act of crime detection is the third 
degree a The representatives of law and order are either too 
stupid or too lazy to solye crime 'by use of modem 
scientific methods tt h , 

In summing up this hatred of the. police a Communist pamphlet 
published and circulated among Communists advised all of them in this 
manners «It is absolutely essential to remember that the policeman O o-*ao. 
arresting you is a servant of the boss -class* He is your enemy c 11 In 
brief compass this, statement .explains very well the basic attitude manifested 
by all American Communists/ toward police officers in this country * We are 
regarded- as enemies, by the Communists e \ This Is a compliment 9 ' ."We would not 
waxvfc to be regarded otherwise^ However s we cannot- afford to take this 
situation too lightly*- It is well t#khow our enemy well and all his 
skillful tactics o To further our knowledge of the anti-police tactics of 
Communists I wish to direct' your attention to three examples known* to -me 0 
These three examples shew us just hew ^maliciously and effectively their 
anti-police principles can be 0 They tell us what we must be on the look- 
out for and what we must guard against * 
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The first example 4 relates to the Communist/ "provocation Tactic*". 
As you knew,* Communists will use/ every diabolical and .deceitful .means 
possible to discredit police officers and to destroy. the confidence of the. 
American people in American' law enf brcement 0 It is not uncommon, for 
Communists to create street fights and 'other disturbances as they picket 
,and demonstrate o Uiey are known to do 'this deliberately in order to provoke 
- a police officer into premature action* Ihen- the police off icer moves 
to arrest -the Communist disturber he resists -and if the police officer . 
is not wise he will fall for this Communist trap- of provocation* He will' 
fall into their trap by using his club or blackjack*, The moment he swings 
at the Communist disturber who is resisting arrest a Communist photographer 
will be standing nearby to snap a picture. The next day the "Daily Worker 51 
will - carry big headlines such 'ass "Police Guilty of Brutality and Anti- 
Labor Activities a " 'This will be excellent fuel -for their propaganda* * ; 
machine* It will spread around the "nation* A terrific local issue will 
be made of it s Wijbh one simple act the Communist Party has very cleverly 
■made an artificial issue * Communist front organizations will take up the 
loud cry* Seine deceived noh^ommunist organizations will blunder into 
line 0 "What is the result of this deliberate act of provocation on the 
part of the Communists? The result is -a harmful , psychological campaign 
directed against innocent police, officers- for the purpose of turning large 
numbers of people against not only specific police officers but law 
enforcement in general* And what are the r$al facts behind the Communist 
charge? We find on analyzing any such incident that the facts are* of 
course* as follows 2 (l) the police officer was deliberately provoked into 
an action which was skillfully turned against him even^ though he did not 
commit any acts of brutality in arresting the 'Communist 5 and (2) the 
question of labor does not enter the. situation at allj therefore, it is a 
complete, falsehood to charge the police officer with being. »ahti~labor 0 |* 
Nevertheless^ the charge is made and publicized, the* real facts are either 
ignored or lost in the confusion which follows, <> The inevitable result is 
serious harm done to the individual police officer* to his department and 
to law enforcement as a whole « 

I will cite to you a second example, a specific case which took 
place in one of our larger cities 0 It relates to the Communist "Smear 
TactiCo" In this city police officers arrested a strongly resisting 
disturber in a legitimate manner with a minimum of force and no brutality, 
at all*<* The Communists made a violent issue of it* flooding th^city* 
state and surrounding areas with their misleading description of the arrest a 
OMs is how the Communists described a perfectly legitimate arrest • * They* 
wrote: 

"00 B one of the officers mugged their man* while the 
other two punched and kicked him in the face and 
* ■ about the body*" 



"ooothe officers threw him on the 'floor 9 and stomped 
on his chest o They forced him into the narrow quarters 
of a telephone booth and kicked hinu" 

"ooothey dragged him from the booth, and into a tiny 
room at the back of the store 0 He was laid across 
a bed where the thrashing continued o He was ordered 
to undress, down to his shorts and socks 0 Dazed and 
bleeding like a fresh-killed hog in a slaughter 
housey he was thrown into a police car.ooo" 

Following this Communist propaganda attack upon the police 
officers, a member of the city council took up the issue declaring that 
"oooun justified police brutality has become a serious public issue 0 oo" 
Next a resolution was introduced "oo ©calling for a public hearing, and 
a councilmanic investigation of any and all 'alleged acts of police violence 
and brutality*," This action was followed by a call for an emergency 
conference to discuss the matter in great detail. The Communists said: 
"The Conference was summoned as a public service to inform the people of 
the seriousness of police brutality and to work out action -to end the 
rising menace to public safety 0 " 

The conference was held and in addition to the many individuals 
present there were in attendance representatives from the following 
organizations: 

lo The Communist Party pf the United States 

2 0 A Chapter of n t;h§ Civil Rights Congress 

3o United Negro and Allied Veterans of America. 

4o International Workers Order 0 

This conference mapped out what was called a "fighting program Q " 
A committee was at once established,, It was called "A Citizens Committee 
To End Police Brutality 0 " the program of this* action-Committee demahded 
four things: 
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I© -An end to the alleged ' "police brutality^" 

2 0 Departmental hearing and criminal prosecution 
of the. policemen involved** 

3o Investigation and prompt action in allegedly many 
other cases" of "police brutality 0 "* 

4© Bemoval from the police forces of all persons 

favoring or defending this' alleged "police brutality 0 " 

The tempo of this campaign against the police increased 0 The 
minds of unsuspecting citizens were poisoned by Communist propaganda 
against .the police 8 With the local stage all set for further action, the 
Communists issued a call to all American people to put an end to police 
brutality saying, "It requir.es the energetic and united Action of the 
people,, the same kind of unity with -which .we fought together to defeat ' 
Fascist brutality abroad^ It requires struggle - militant and 
uncompromisingo" Their literature requested all organizations to go on 
record against "police brutality*,"' It urged individual people to 
circulate petitions and to pass resolutions against "police brutality*- 11 
It asked all voters to writs their congressmen and senators and protest 
"police brutality^" It recommended that every perspn be oh the lookout 
for other examples of "police brutality," report the cases and to insist 
upon vigorous actioho It contained inf^mmsfcory statements such as the 
following s „ 

"Police brutality 'is* • • • the lawless " use of violence by 
policemen against civilians* Xt is the -invasion of civil 
liberties and a warning of the danger of fascism*,". 

"The examples of police violence Q 0 . 0 -are. instances of unbelievable 
cruel ty G One recalls in comparison the Nazi barbarism againsto* 
minorities in Germany* * 

By every devious, mendacious , surreptitious means innocent and 
unsuspecting American citizens, were stirred up, agitated and prodded into 
taking action against what was actually a, myth,™ "police brutality, " an 
artificial Communist creation which had no basis in facto 

As a result. of all this activity, assault charges were drawn. up 
against the police officers involved*, A trial was held* The evidence 
clearly proved that the polipe officers, were not guilty at all of any form 
of brutality* They were eventually exonerated,. But, once more, the damage 
had been done 0 Police officers' once more had been smeared and discredited 
in the public eye by adroit an<d vicious Communist tactics 0 And, this 
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damage to local police officers and their department cannot be confined to, 
a local ,area 0 Like a disease it spreads and law enforcement throughout 
the nation j directly or indirectly , always suffers from these Communist 
anti«police tactics 0 • 

X will describe for you a third example which relates to the; 
Communist "Incitement Tactic© 11 In this case a police officer saw a man in 
a parked automobile slumped over the steering wheel . The off icer naturally 
approached the automobile to ,inv8stigate 0 "When he looked in the automobile 
at the man slumped over the steering wheel the man immediately straightened 
up and commenced to direct particularly vulgar , repulsive abuse at the 
police, off icer o The man was asked to get out of the car* The man refused 
and continued to abuse the .off icer 0 It became necessary for the police 
officer to forcibly remove the man, from the automobile 0 He resisted wildly* 

' As the police officer struggled with him a. Communist Controlled sound 
truck which was qu'^tly planted across" the street opened up calling the 
attention of the pib»xAg pedestrians to the police officer forcibly removing 

.the. struggling man. from his automobile 0 The Communist .sound truck cited 
"this struggle as an example of police brutality 0 The Communist, sound 
truck then commenced to urge direct faction requesting passing, pedestrians 
and bystanders to take the part of the struggling man against the police 
officer o This Communist jjiciiement once more resulted in poisoning the 
minds of unsuspecting people .against pplice officers and further resulted 
in another blow being launched at law enforcement throughout the land* 

But the Communists djo not stop here 0 They carry their attack" 
against the police from th© streets right into the police station 0 , 

Ihen arrested by police officers, the Communists are told, exaptly 
how to act«< I will quote to you some of the orders given to. Communists 
telling them how to proceed against the police in police stations and courts ? 
'Order No 0 1 is s n Give no information in the police- station where you are 
brought by the arresting officer and booked*,**. No 0 . 2% n And when we. say< 
f no information,' we mean* above all, that you shall not give the nairass of 
your fellow workers, the names -of organizations that you belong td, oe& . or 
any other inf ormsttion, regardless^ of how innocent it may appear to you* 
And if you are a foreign Tjorn worker, no information of any sort of the 
'date you, landed, the name of the boat, etc** No*, 3t n Qive your name* 
That is all* You should not even furnish an. address* » No e 4s "After the 
arrest you will be taken to some kind of jail ~ a police court jail, or 
some other place -where you are held before being taken to .court* Ihile . 
you are being held, demand the right to telephone, even if you have no. 
money to pay for the- call* That is still one .of- the 'rights* to which ypu 
are erititledo«oCall your headquarters, or some responsible friend and tell 



them:. (1) who you,ara$ (2) : where you ar^ heldj (3) 'amount of bail set, 
if ahyj and (4) the charge upon whicit you are Jieldo" No c 5s "Insist 
, thact a complaint containing the 'specifier charge against you be read to 
youo If this is not done^ refuse, to pleado^ No 0 6: "JSyen though - 
capitalist law- makes iffhat'you. have done a -crime, you must plead ? not 
guilty 8 oco 3iever plead guilty o* 

Possible Results "-of Communist Party Tactics Against La^ Enforcement

local, state^ and f ederalo Viewed -.as a jfahole, t.bis is a subtle,/ persistent-, 
aggressive^, 'direct and indirect attack -against .law' enforcement 'never 
before known in the history of the-worldo This Qommunist attack be#rs 
no relationship to the attack of common criminals on "law einfoircemento 
This Communist attack ds- unique, different, -unusual b- This Communist 
attack is a- penetrating, coitf uslhg, elusive^ viciou^ jiiany-sided -attack 
motivated by a fanatical determination, to .annihilate law etx£jptf6em$x&' in . 
the United" $tate"3o It is very difficult' to -meet 0 It is not an ordinary

New Law- Enforcement Approaches Necessary td^jComfoat Ctoipiunisnr 

These police approaches which I have in mind may fce divided 
into two categories o .The -approaches^ of the first category relate to the 
police officers as individuals o Jhey are eight in number o They are as 
follows t 

lo Approaches whick-will enable the police officers to use 
their well«*developed: knowledges and skills in such -a 
manner that it will not be possible for Communists to 
us^ successfully their "provocation," "siaear," 
"inciteqsnt* 1 and pther similar- tactics" against them 
and their departments 0 
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2o Approaches which will enable the police officers to 
take every safeguard in making arrests that will 
prove to 'the public how ridiculous it is for the 
Communists to attempt to discredit law enforcement- 
by hurling their false charges of brutality at us 0 

3o Approaches which will enable the police officers to 
demonstrate to the public that they c Kave in the past 
and do today act in a democratic manner, thereby 
'making it impossible for Communists to destroy the 
confidence of the American people in law enforcement 
by charging us with the violation* of civil rights* * 

4o Approaches which will enable the police officers to 
demonstrate to the public that they d.eal in facts 
and not in rumors j 'that they do not indulge in Commu- 
nist name calling o 

5o Approaches which will enable policy officers to 

demonstrate to the public that they have hot and do 
not confuse Communists with liberals and progressives o 

6 0 Approaches which will enable the police officers to 
demonstrate to the public the falseness of the. 
Communist charges that "the police are anti-labor, r! 
"the police are strikebreakers ^ "the police are 
reactionary o" 

7o .Approaches which will enable police officers to 

act as vigorously against all law violators as they - 
do against Communists 0 

80 Approaches which enable the police -officers to 
demonstrate to the public, that law enforcement in 
America has always in the past and will always in the 
future strengthen democracy in guaranteeing to all 
loyal Americans, irrespective of race, color or creed, 
"the right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness o" 

The content of .these approaches has loijg been known to all 
police officers o This content is part of the rich democratic tradition of 
law enforcement in Americao Much of it has been applied regularly in your 
own ;e^aellent work against criminals o However, in your work against 
'criminals you were not faced with the extremely elaborate, secret, treacherous 
and systematic tactics of an international conspiracy*, Today, as you know, 
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all police officers are faced with just this type of difficult, dangerous 
opposition which is designed, among other things, to discredit and destroy law 
enforcement in this country 0 Therefore, it now becomes necessary for your 
highly developed knowledge and skills to assume forms and approaches which can 
meet successfully these vicious Communist tactics 0 

The Communists have organization behind them which the bid type 
criminals never hado The Communists have a philosophy wh$ch serves as a guide 
to action which the old type criminals never hado The Communists have a net- 
work of activities which causes them to spread throughout the entire country 0 
They refuse to be confined to towns, cities, and states ? The Communists will 
pursue with fanaticism every possible course of action designed to discredit 
the police which the old type criminal would not even think of doing 0 

It becomes evident, therefore, to all. of us that$ armed with a 
knowledge of the peculiar nature of Communism and its vicious tactics, we 
approach the Communist threat in such a manner that their tactics will not 
work against us o We must Use skillful approaches which will demonstrate very 
clearly to the public the utter absurdity and falseness of' Communist charges 
against police officers and their departments 0 We must use skillful 
approaches which will enable us to expose in the process of carrying out oiur 
duties the sinister, deceitful, treacherous nature of Communist thought arid 
practices as directed against law enforcement 0 We must use skillful approaches 
which will prove to the public that the Communists are the destroyers of law 
and order and police officers are the preservers of law and order o 

These are the pplice approaches which can be effective against 
Coipmunismo These are the approaches which belong to the first category as 
previously outlined, a category relating to the individual of ficero Now we 
will continue on to the second category containing the approaches not for the 
individual officer but for organizations 0 These organizations fall into three 
groups: (1) the United States Government, (2) the FBI and (3) the police 
departments of. America, local, county and state G These three groups have 
already adopted anti-Communist approaches which reflect £ sound understanding 
of the peculiar nature and serious danger ' of the Communist movement 0 

Presidential Directives 

The first approach was adopted by the United States Government 
through the President of the United States in 1939 when the Presidential 
Directive was issued and later re-issued in 1943 and 1950 requesting the FBI 
to assume national jurisdiction in combating Communism and related security 
threats*; This had not been done bef oreb It was the clear recognition that 
Communism is a complicated national menace which must be combated by the FBI 
on the national level with the cooperation of all local, county and state 
police departments o - 
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The FBI and Decentralization 



The second approach was adopted by the FBi itself which insisted . 
that in the face of increasing security dangers in the United States we, 
nevertheless, most not under any condition have a highly centralized, 
national police, force, directing police activities in the United States 0 As 
you all know, Mr 0 Jo Edgar Hooker, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, is absolutely opposed to the centralized control of police work in 
the 'United Stateso As you all know, he has spoken out repeatedly in the past 
in favor of decentralized law enforcement 0 He says the same to you today « 
He will say the same to you tomorrow He- insists that law enforcement must 
remain in the hands of local, county and state authorities 0 It' must remain 
decentralized, diffused and democratic, says Mr 0 Hoover <> 

Your local, county and state* officers know your home, areas and 
the heeds of these areas better than any highly centralized national police 
force could ever hope to know them 0 Your police .departments have been born 
in your local areas? They are native to it;^ They are indigenous to its 
local soil© They must be allowed to grow to maturity arid live and move 
effectively ks local products D By so proceeding you are fetter .able to 
assist the national government in solving its security problems 0 This, then, 
is the second effective approach in the police field because most all the 
nations of Europe when confronted.. with the menace of Communism have tended 
more and more in the direction of national centralization of police activities o 
It is the usual thing to do 0 And their approach does not seem to be effective 
in" combating Communism in Europe which is quite evident in view of the 
numerous successes enjoyed by Comnionism there 0 Continued decentralization 
then, and not nationalization of police forces, is our organizational approach 
to. the Communist menace 6 

Police Cooperation 

The third effective approach adopted in combating security 
problems, in the United States was taken by your own locals county and state 
police organisations in extending your- ^hole-hearted and enthusiastic 
cooperation to the FBI during the recent past in the successful ef fort to 
defeat Fascism and Nazism*, I do not. think any nation in the world has ever 
enjoyed the widespread, splendid cooperation and good will between Federal, 
local, County and State police departments such as the United States enjoys 
in the cooperation between the FBI and your respective departments « It is a 
cooperation which is traditional in .American law enf orcement-o 

Mr 0 Hoover has thanked you many times for your unrivaled cooperation 
and invaluable assistances He thanks you again today 0 He will continue to 
thank you tomorrow 0 We could not have hoped to quickly and completely nullify 
the Fascist and Nazi efforts in the nation had it not been for your cooperation© 



On occasions too numerous to mention, my Agents have told me of your willing 
sacrifices and of your resolve to set the interests of your nation above 
your own personal interests© This is the genuine democratic spirit which 
has made our great American democracy what 'it is 0 This is the democratic 
spirit which has made our nation a great nation 0 And, we police officers 
intend to keep it a great nation©*
